Making  the  Nation 

DECORATIVE  ARTS  FROM  REVOLUTION  TO  REVOLUTION:  FOCUS  OF  2005  SYMPOSIUM 


The  1 00-year  span  between  two 
revolutions  in  American  history 
-  the  American  Revolution  and 
the  Industrial  Revolution  -  will  he  the 
focus  of  the  2005  Tryon  Palace  Decor- 
ative Arts  Symposium,  March  20-22. 

The  37th  annual  event,  "Revolution 
to  Revolution:  Making  the  Nation 
through  the  Decorative  Arts,  1776- 
1876,"  will  draw  scholars,  collectors 
and  others  from  across  the  nation  to 
discuss  the  tremendous  changes  in 
decorative  arts  that  occurred  in 
America  due  to  shifting  political  and 
social  structures,  new  technologies  and 
fabrication  methods,  improved  trans- 
portation and  communication  systems, 
and  diverging  design  theories. 

Tryon  Palace  Curator  of  Collections 
Nancy  Richards  says  the  2005  sympo- 
sium offers  attendees  the  opportunity 
to  learn  about  19th-century  design 
that  shaped  and,  in  turn,  was  shaped 
by  social,  political  and  cultural  factors 
and  circumstances. 

Richards  explains  that  the  time 
period  covered  in  the  symposium 
marked  great  changes  in  the  decora- 
tive arts  field.  The  Chippendale  style, 
so  predominant  in  colonial  America, 
gave  way  during  and  after  the

(top  right)  on  display  in  the 
Palace  offers  a  contrast  to  the 
c.  1834  American-made  bureau 
with  dressing  glass  (bottom  nght) 
in  the  Dixon  house .  These  pieces 
offer  many  of  the  same  distinc- 
tions as  the  desks  (shown  on  page 
5) ,  includmg  the  curved  lines  and 
distinctive  shapes  of  one  style  as 
opposed  to  the  simple  straight 
lines  of  the  other.  The  dressing 
chest  is  especially  noteworthy  for 
the  shaping  of  the  front  and 
wonderful  graming  in  the  drawer 
fronts.  The  bureau  is  distinctive 
of  the  American  Empire  style , 
which  featured  a  heavier  and 
more  solid  looking  style .  Both 
pieces  are  handcrafted. 


style  favored  light  and  graceful  lines 
over  excessive  ornamentation  and  fea- 
tured an  abundance  of  eagles  to  reflect 
the  new  nation's  fascination  with 
building  its  new 
republic.  As  time 
passed,  classical 
designs  continued 
to  be  refined  until 
they  took  on  the 
true  proportions  of 
the  original. 

Designs  continued 
to  change  -  in  time, 
adopting,  then  dis- 
carding, then  taking 
up  once  more  ornamentation,  and 
combining  this  with  the  revised  styles 
of  the  Classicism  and  Rococo  move-

ments.  This  trend  continued  until  the 
end  ot  the  Victorian  period,  which 
itself  was  dominated  by  heavy,  dark, 
excessively  carved  and  intricately  pat- 
terned furniture  and  accessories. 

Richards  says  the  introduction  of 
powered  machinery,  cluring  the 
Victorian  period,  not  only  sped  up  the 
process  of  fabricating  parts  but  also 


he  introduction  of  powered 
machinery,  during  the 
Victorian  period,  not  only  sped 
up  the  process  of  fabricating 
parts  but  also  meant  consumers 
could  buy  sets  of  objects  that 
were  identical  in  every  way 
to  one  another. 


meant  consumers  could  buy  sets  of 
objects  that  were  identical  in  every 
way  to  one  another.  "Mass  production 
also  reduced  labor  costs,  which  further 
reduced  the  cost  of  the  individual 
objects,"  she  adds.  These  changes  also 
meant  a  larger  quantity  of  goods  were 
available  for  purchase  without  long 


waiting  periods  for  specially  ordered 
(or  "bespoke")  work. 

"There  had  always  been  an  element 
of  specialization  in  workshops  with 
several  employees,"  Richards  says.  "In 
furniture  making,  for  example,  carving 
was  left  to  a  specially  trained  group  of 
craftsmen.  With  power  driven  tools, 
the  carved  designs  could  be  roughed 
out  and  then  detailed  with  an  overlay 
of  hand  carving." 

Paralleling  these  advances 
brought  about  by  the 
Industrial  Revolution  were 
advances  in  transportation 
of  goods  to  distant  markets. 

Richard  L.  Bushman  of 
Columbia  University's 
History  Department  is 
scheduled  to  give  the  sym- 
posium's keynote  address. 
Other  speakers  include 
Katherine  C.  Grier  of  the 
University  of  South 
Carolina's  History 
Department  and  Patrick  Lee 
Lucas  of  the  Department  of 
Interior  Architecture  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina- 
Greensboro.

Around  The  House 


Prior  to  the  Industrial  Revolution,  items  siieh  as  this  silver  ereamer  (ttip)  wonLl  luive 
been  specially  ordered  and  affordable  only  to  the  wealthy.  This  creamer  was  handcraft- 
ed by  Freeman  Woods,  a  hiew  York-trained  silversmith  who  worked  in  New  Bern  between 
1794  and  1826.  With  the  introduction  of  mass  production,  more  detailed  items  could  be 
created  with  less  labor  ariil  in  every  way  identical  to  one  another.  This  machine-niade 
^randole  (center)  with  cut  glass  prisms  was  Irrohably  made  between  1850  and  J  865.  Its 
elaborate  gilded  cast  brass  support  illustrates  the  story  of  Rip  Vair  Winkle.  Likewise,  the 
detail  on  this  mahogany  Gothic  Revival  style  side  chair  (bottom) ,  c.  1840-1870,  is  anoth- 
er example  of  how  meclumi::ation  made  more  intricate  desigrrs  affordable  to  the  ntasses.

Cabinets,  Desks  and 
Bookcases 

These  cabinets,  desks  and  bookcases 
cover  a  time  span  of  about  1 40  years . 
The  Secretaire  cabinet  (top  left) ,  featuring 
parcel  gilt  and  gilt  metal  mounts ,  was 
constructed  around  1755,  while  the  bureau 
cabinet  (top  right)  was  built  about  10  years 
later.  These  mahogany  English  pieces  are 
characteristic  of  pieces  made  about  that 
time,  with  both  being  based  on 
architectural  shapes .  The  Bombay  shape  of 
the  Secretaire  cabinet  is  a  European  form 
that  is  particularly  distinctive  for  the  curved 
lines  which  shape  the  exterior.  Both  pieces 
are  on  display  in  the  Palace . 

The  mahogany  Neoclassical  secretary 
bookcase ,  kjcated  in  the  Dixon  house , 
(bottom  left)  was  made  in  Massachusetts 
in  1790.  The  Neoclassical  style  is 
distinctive  for  its  flat  surfaces  with  inlay 
and  simple  lines  that  contrast  with  earlier 
styles  that  were  heavy  on  orrmmentation. 
All  three  of  these  pieces  were  handcrafted, 
as  opposed  to  the  inachine-made 
Centennial  desk  and  bookcase,  dating 
from  c.  1875-1890  ( bottom  right) . 
This  mahogany  piece  is  an  example  of  the 
Gothic  Revival  style  popular  around  that 
time,  featuring  elements  that  were  distinc- 
tive of  that  style,  such  as  Gothic  arches  and 
the  glazing  of  the  mullions  holding  the  glass 
panes  in  place .

Entering  a  White  Profession: 
Black  Physicians  in  the  Turn-of- 
the-Century  South

After  the  Civil  War,  former  slaves  found 
new  opportunities  to  enter  jrrofessional 
fields .  As  black  physicians  graduated  from 
medical  schools  in  the  late  1 9th  century, 
they  faced  many  challenges  when  setting  up 
medical  practices  among  people  -  both 
black  and  white  -  who  had  never  before 
seen,  much  less  been  treated  by,  black 


physicians.  Savitt  explores  these  challenges 
and  describes  the  reactions  of  black 
patients ,  white  patients  and  white  physi- 
cians to  the  emergence  of  black  physicians 
in  their  communities .  As  Professor  of 
Medical  Humanities,  Savitt  teaches  social 
and  ethical  issues  in  medicine  at  East 
Carolina  University  School  of  Medicine. 
He  also  serves  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  History  of 
Medicine ,  arid  as  a  grants  panelist  and 
reviewer  for  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities  and  the  National  Institute 
of  Health.  The  lecture  is  part  of  an  ongoing 
lecture  series  sponsored  by  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  and  the  James 
City  Historical  Society.

Booker  T.  Anthony,  Ph.D.,  explores  the 
role  of  the  black  church  in  African- 
American  communities  through  an  exami- 
nation of  three  works  by  Ernest],  Gaines: 
A  Lesson  Before  Dying,  A  Gathering  of 
Old  Men  and  The  Autobiography  of 
Miss  Jane  Pittman.  Anthony  uses  Gaines
